MR. LLOYD GEORGE ON GENOA, 
The Menace of Russia. 


PREMIER'S GRAVE WARNING, 


( Reuter’s Service. ) . 
. London, May 25. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Lloyd George was ministarially 
cheered’on rising. He said he did not proposa to speak on German 
raparationsor Anglo-French relations, which would be debated next 
week, but solely on the Genoa Conference, remarking he was most 
bopeful that the report of the various Cormmissions would result in 
an improvement of the difficulties impading the recovery of Europe. 
Referring to the war atmosphere banging over Genoa, he described 
the Russo-German Treaty as a flash of light revealing the dangers 
of ignoring the Rusaian problem. ‘It was poasible further to disarm 
Germany, but it was impossible to prevent her re-arming Russia, rs 
distressed but a most formidable nation. Speaking impressively, 
Mr. Lloyd George hoped his warning to-day would not be quoted a 
fow years hence. He emphasised that the British-Empire delegation 
consulted. at every stage aod was unanimously supported by 
Britisheras who thought that in the interests of world peace some 
arrangement with Russia was necessary. whatever they thought 
about the Saviet. . : 

Mr. Llosd George lensthils examined the difficulties of an 
arranzement with Russia. difficulties not of practice but of principle. 
Theorists intervened at Uenoa whenever business bad to ba discuss- 
ed. bat he was most hopeful that something would be accomplished 
at The Hague, where experts would view the matter from adifferent 
angle. Meanwhile ther had to consider at Genoa the danger of a 
cozflictin Europe. Reporvs they had received of the dispositions 
and increase of Russian tro>p~ were mos: alarming, hence the truce, 


_ which he hoped would end in a permanent peace pact after Tke 


Hague conference, justifying with pride the British- Empire delegates 
in their leading part in fighting for high ideals. Ifthe Genos .Con- 
ference failed, the condition of Europe would be tragic. . 
Several epenkers,in the ensuing debate, dwelt onthe desirability 
of g revision of the reparations question and the danger of a breach 
of the Anglo-French Entente. ‘ . 
Mr. Clynes said the Labourites were unable to approve of a 
general repudiation of debi. particularly io relation to Russias. 


French Differences’ Recognised. | 


Mr. Liosd George. winding up the debate. emphasised bis desire 
to work amicably with France for the peace of Europe, bat it would 
be impossible to settle the reparations question anti! French opinion 

_was favourable... . 
Mr. Lioyd George, referring to the alleged secret clauses in the 
usso-German Agresment which were published in some of the 
newsprpers, said he was not going to deal with silly forgeries of 
Military Conventions which would only take in the gullible. Such 
attention was unnecessary. 

Both Mr. Clynes and Mr. George Barnes paid a tribute to the 
Premier's efforts at Genoa and declared thet his parsistence saved 
the Conference from abipwreck. : 

’ Mr. Barnes thought the most sinister fact in Europe was Russia‘s 
roiltion and e half armed men. | 

Mr. Lloyd George, in the cours2 of his, reply, defended private 
conversations between statesmen at Genoa to which Lord Robert 
Cecil had taken exception. He declared that Lord Robert Cecil, 
quite justifiably. had privately conferred with President Wilson about 
the League of Nations and ao he had with General Smuts. He quoted 
similar private conversations at Washington between Mr. Hughes, 
Mr. Balfour and the Japanese delegates. He agreed that a serious 
disagreement with France would ba one of the most disastrous 
things for European peace, but pointed out, bowever, the difficulty of 
vecoociling british views as regards Russia and Germany with the 
French views. ‘ . 


Russia’s Idea of Credit. 


Large Russian ideas about securing loans and credits at Genoa 
were revealed by Sir Worthington Evans, who stated that tha Sovie: 
representatives had aplanfor£360,000,000loans in annual instalments 
over three years, He told them that no Governments in the world 
‘had power over such an amount. ; 

An amendment by Mr. Rupert Gwynne, in one of the most 
vehement denunciations of the Government, seeking ta reduce the 
vote on which Mr. Lloyd George made his statement, was rejected 
by 235 votes to 26, . s 


JAPANESE TROOPS IN SIBERIA. 


Not Affected by Non-Aggression Pact. 


. London, May 26. " 
In the Houxe of Commons, at question-time, Mr. Chamberlain 
pointed out that the Genoa non-aggression pact was founded on the 
observance of the status quo and the present situation in Siberia, 
therefore, would not be affected. He did not doubt, however, that 
the Japanese troops would be withdrawn as soon as possible. The 
British Government, had no information regarding the .alleged 
ultimatam presented by the delegates at the Far Eastern Republic 
at the Dairen Conference. :

That the Tenants’ Protection 
Association is very much alive 
tothe importance of a renewal 
of the Rents Restriction Or- 
dinance’ was indicated in « 
statement. mada by the Secratary, 
Mr. Mok Lai-chi,to a Telegraph 
representative, The patition to 
the Governor which the As. 
Bociation sent recaatly, was 
supported by another one to tre 
Secretary for.

Yet in 
many cases ‘the stated time for 
demolition bas passed and the 
landlords have uot made any 
farther move but have lect their 
tenants in peace. 

The class .which has found 
membership of the Association of 
greatest benefit ere the shop- 
keepers of ordinary means, who, 
until the paysing ofthe new law, 
were in perpetual fear of bsing 
dislodged by the upward tendency 
in rents. There are now over 10,- 
000 members of the Association, 
which has proved to be a boon to 
many distressed tenants. 

To secare all the 10,000 signa- 
tures to the petition referred to 
above, was no easy matter. But 
the difficulty was overcome by 
the circularising of signature 
lists, which were afterwards 
handsomely and artistically 
bound io a volume, and sent with 
the patition to H, E. the Governor.

DELEGATES REFUSE 
OWNERS’ OFFER. 


Thelaunchmen'sdelegateshave 
turned down the offer made by the 
owners yesterdsy afternoon and 
the expected: settlement, there- 
fore, has been further deleyed. 

Five delegates teat the Secret- 
ary for Chinese Affairs (Hon. Mr. 
E.R, Hollifar) in conference this 
morning. They annoanced that 
us they had been fully empowered 
they bad not considared it neces- 
sary to refer the matter to the 
men last niaht, as it was expect.’ 
ed they would do. They had con- 
sidered yesterday's proposals 
amongatthemselves, however, and 
had decided that they could not 
accept them. They refused to 
mske any reduction in their 
demands. - 

There was some discussion, io 
the course of which Mr. Hallifax 
‘pointed the position out to them, 
and, as a result, the delegates 
decided that by consaiting the 
men ‘they would oaly be doing 
the feir thing by them. 

The delegates promised to do 
this to-night and to come back at 
mid-day to-morrow. 

Mr.S.T, Williamson, who is in 
charge of the emergency. launch 
services organisation, told a 
Telegruph representative this 
morning ‘that they wgre gotting 
more launches to work and the 
position ofshippersand otherswho 
required launch work-was quite 
satisfacthry..

Yesterdsy’s Negotiations, 


To cartty-on the story of the 
negotiations from where we left 
it yesterday, = conference took 
place, 8 arranged, in the office of 
the Secretary for Chinese Affairs 
yesterdsy afternoon.

MORE PIRACY. 


—_—_ 


Only a few months ago we had 
the sensational piracy of the 
Kwang Lee. coysg: «from 
Shanghai to this port, 2 youtbful 
passenger being remorselessly 
shot dead. while property of an 
estimated value of some $200,000 
was made off with. The device 
amplosed was the familiar on# of 
the robbers shipping as passen- 
gers and producing their arms 
}when the vessel had reached the 
high seas. That time it was the 
authorities at Shanghai who 
wereeluded. 


Now we find tbat a batch of 
the same kind of miscreants must 
have succeeded in eluding the 
searchers at this pert, for when’ 
the Wahsun, of 250 tons, bad 
passed some six hours og: of 
port on Sunday the pirates 
pulled out revolvers froin under 
their clothing and quickly 
had the passengers in a. panic. 
Evidently the pirates had got 
wind of the fact that a number of 
passengers (Chinese) were return- 
ing from Sjcgapore with their 
savings. The foor Indian guards 
(the number having been doubled 
in 


en 


consequence of a previous 
attack) engaged the numerically- 
superior pirates, but were over- 
come after balf ac hour’s firing, 
one of ther being fatally shot. 


Tf this plague continues as it 
has been doing, we may awake 
one morning to hear of another 
Namos case. Bat what is to be 
done? The searchers, we believe, 
generally perform their duties 
with diligence and efficiency, 

only they have to deal with a 
fraternity who can emulate the 
professional conjuror. At the 
same time thé fact that not ane 
but several of the Waheun's 
Pirate-passengers succeeded io 
getting arms through suggeste 
some slackness on the part of 
the searchers, who-are reckoned 
to be experts at this task. Per- 
haps itis that the pirates exert 
their ingenuity to keep one trick 
abead of the searchers: Seem- 
ingly we must wait for the day 
when the Chinese Government 
will beable to guard it waters 
adequately. But when will that

He now tella 
military commanders that the 
reason he accepted General Chan 
EKing-ming's resignation was that 
ho wanted him to aim at some 
bigger post than a relatively uo- 
important position: in Canton, 
even hinting that he might 
by taking part in the expedition 
against tha North, win his way to 
the Presidency. Unhappily for 
Sun, the public’s mamory is not 
so short as to make an acceptance 
of this flimsy explanation prob- 
able. Sun makes it appear that 
Chan resigned, but that is indirect 
conflict with the statement ‘made 
by Sun himself to a Telegraph 
correspondent leas than a month 
Jago that be discharged Chan 
‘bacause the latter would’ not 
follow his instructions ard he 
(Sun) could not tolerate insub- 
ordination. With regard to this 
fantastic story of Sun’s anxiety 
that Chan should aim at bigger 
jobs, it is worth recalling that in 
the interview with our corres- 
pondent Sun stated that he was 
teady to give Chan another 
chance if he chose to show that 
he realised his error and was 
teady to came back, “ but he was 
not willing to entrus: him again 
with the important office he 
formerly held.” One of the two 
assertions is obviously a lie. A 
month ago, Sun was sneering at 
the possibility of opposition from 
Chan. To-day he is apparently 
willing todo anything to placate 
the former. Governor. But his 
latest utterance is altogether too 
transparent to deceive ansbaiy, 
much less Chan. 


The Haslewood Case. 


Some further questioning in the 
House of Commons relative to 
the ruzi fsa? problem elicited the 
official version of the treatment 
of Commander.and Mrs. Hasle- 
wood. It hss been intimated in 
some quatters that the naval 
aushorities here, at the instance 
of the Governor (this was priorto 
Sir Reginald S:ubbs’ appoint- 
meat), visited their displeasure 
upon the Commander, causing 
him to leave the Colony, because 
be refused to use his influence 
with his wife in order to restrain 
her activities on bebalf of the mué 
tsi. Commander Haslewood, it 
is explained, was not asked to 
retire nor was he. subjected to 
any expression of displeasure, 
his retirement being allowed on 
his own application, ag he wished 
to accompany his invalid wife on 
ber return home. Commander 


retired from the Navy some years 
ago. but temporarily re-entered 
the Service on account of the war. 
So far ‘so good. It is admitted, 
however, that at the request of 
the then Governcr, the naval 
Commander-in-Chief here inter. 
viewed the officer-for the purpose 
of jioducing him to exercise 
restraint upon bis wife, which 
Commander Haslewood refused 
todo.,, Col. Amery, on behslf of 
the Government, defended this 
action, saying that the Governor 
of any solony was entitled to ex- 
press bis views regarding the 
jadiciousness of propaganda. In 
this instance the procedure went 
past that. If our authorities 
consider that any resident is act- 
ing detrimantally to the Colony’s 
interests, there isa remedy. To 
ask - Commander Haslewood 
to. restrain his wife's activities 
was at best a questionable 
step, and the applause with which 
Parliament greeted the announte- 
ment of his refusal will ba widely 
echoed.
